The drug 
user obtains test results by calling the 
youth agency. 


Drilg analysis has become a con- 


troversial topic among Northwest sub- 
urban officials. Those who oppose the 
program contend it encourages drug 
abuse. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau, which serves and is funded by 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships, recently considered imple- 
menting a drug analysis program. 
The bureau's board of directors, how- 
ever, rejected the program last 
month.

"We felt that the Regional Youth 


Service Bureau was not the proper ve- 
hicle for running the program," said 
Richard Hall, Elk Grove Township su- 
pervisor and member of the bureau's 
board of directors. 


"I have some reservations about the 


program," Hall said. "The question 
you must ask is, 'Are we encouraging 
the use of drugs?' " It's "highly ques- 
tionable" whether analysis curbs drug 
use, he said. He fears analysis may 
stimulate the use of illegal drugs. 


PUBLIC FUNDS "should not be 


used on a program of this nature, 
which is purely experimental," Hall 
c o m m e n t e d . He feels such ex- 
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pertinents should be left to private 
agencies. 


"We didn't feel It was the type of 


program that we wanted to get in-' 
volved with," he said. 


David Russell, director of The 


Bridge youth services bureau serving 
Palatine Township, is in favor of a 
drug analysis program. Opposition to 
the program is twofold, he explained. 
Opponents fear analysis would "raise 
the ire of the community" and "en- 
courage the use of drugs." 


But Russell argues that the drug 


abuse prevention programs have had

The two councilman conducted 


a survey of their ward in July, 
and It Indicated homeowners were 
against tho stadium and high-rise 
development planned by Madlsian 
Square Garden Corp. by a 4-to-l 
margin. 


NEUCKRANZ urged tho council 


last month to lodge a formal pro- 
test with tho Arlington Heights 
Village Board which Is consid- 
ering tho project, citing "many 
deleterious effects such a devel- 
opment would have on the City of 
Rolling Meadows." 


Bowing to tho rest of tho coun- 


cil, Ncuckronz voted to Ublo his 
own motion, however, after other 
aldermen described his position 
as premature. Only Wucrch voted 
against tho delay. 


Neuckranz said although ho 


feels tho objections of Rolling 


Meadows should bo voiced to Ar- 
lington Heights officials before the 
referendum, he will not raise the 
issue again. 


"I think it will probably be too 


late to do anything after tho refer- 
endum, but at least I'm on the 
record as saying how I feel and 
how the residents of the 1st Word 
feel," Neuckranz sold. "Person- 
ally, I don't think the referendum 
will pass anyway." 


WUERCH ALSO said he will 


make no further attempt to per- 
suade his fellow council members 
to go before the Arlington Heights 
Village Board on tho issue.

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — President 


Ford Sunday ordered Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger back to the 
Middle East Wednesday to try to con- 
clude an Interim Israeli-Egyptian 
pence accord. Kissinger said "there is 
now a good chance of success." 


Kissinger also said there was a 


good possibility "a small number" of 
American civilian volunteers might be 
used In tho Sinai desert to alert Israel 
and Egypt If conflict threatened to 
break out again. 


At a news conference here at Ford's 


vacation resort, Kissinger said "some 
details remain to be negotiated" be- 
fore a second-stage agreement for fur- 
ther disengagement of forces in the 
Sinai can be nailed down. 


Kissinger said that even if he suc- 


ceeded on this trip, which Ford de- 
scribed as a "critically important 
mission," the resulting pact would 
still fall short of what is needed to 
Insure an enduring peace.

RYAN PREDICTED the vote on the 


stadium could be scheduled in Octo- 
ber or early November after final fig- 
ures on revenue bond financing are 
presented. 


Trustee David Griffin also has 


called for a referendum on the sta- 
dium. The only village board member 
publicly opposed to a vote on the proj- 
ect is Trustee Richard Durava. 


Two bond investment firms, John 


Nuveen and Smith, Barney, have pro- 
posed to represent the village in nego- 
tiations with Madison Square Garden 
Corp. and the Chicago Bears on Sta- 
dium Financing. 


The village board voted Aug. 4 to 


retain the firms, but a formal con- 
tract, drawn by Village Atty. Jack M. 
Slegel for consideration tonight, still 
must be approved. 


BOTH FIRMS have agreed to repre- 


sent the village without charge. They 
would receive a commission if bonds 
for the stadium are issued. 


Officers of Nuveen and Smith, Barn- 


ey met with officials from Arlington 
Heights, Madison Square Garden and 
the Chicago Bears in a secret session 
last Wednesday. 


The Arlington Heights Park Board 


has asked that the 450-acre Arlington 
Park property be disannexed from the 
Salt Creek Rural Park District and 
annexed to the Arlington Heights 
Park District so taxes from the race 
track development will benefit Arling- 
ton Heights Park District residents. 


The Salt Creek district is entirely 


outside the Village of Arlington 
Heights except for the race track. . 


William Moore, attorney for Madi- 


son Square Garden, is opposed to the 
annexation and has labeled attempts 
to force the race track into the Arling- 
ton Heights Park District an act of 
"piracy." 


THE TAX RATE for the Salt Creek 


Rural Park District is 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. The Arlington 
Heights Park District tax rate is 36.6 
cents per $100. 


At the lost board meeting Aug. 4, 


Trustee Frank Palmatier said he was 
inclined to support the Arlington 
Heights Park District's effort to get 
the race track land. 


Annexation to the Arlington Heights 


Park District may be a prerequisite 
for Palmnlier's vote approving any 
race track development, he said. 


Also on the board's agenda tonight 


is a request to begin the second phase 
of development of Frenchman's Cove, 
a condominium townhouse project at 
Dundee -Road and Carriage Way 
Drive. 


THE PROJECT has been a problem 


to residents in nearby Buffalo Grove, 
who complained about weeds, stand- 
ing water and soil erosion where 
Frenchman's Cove joins the Mill 
Creek subdivision.

Frank R. Teruggi Sr. the father of 


Frank R. Teruggi Jr., told The Her- 
ald he has received a letter from a 
Belgian citizen which reports other 
prisoners observed the torture and 
death of his son. 


The elder Teruggi has been making 


Inquiries for nearly two years in an 
effort to learn the circumstances sur- 
rounding his son's death. His son was 
a student at the University of San- 
tiago. 


The official Chilean government 


version of the incident contends Te- 
ruggi and his roommate were ar- 


A rested for a curfew violation and de- 


tained for several days. 


THE CHILEAN government con- 


tends that Teruggi was shot by a band 
of roving dissidents after being re- 
leased from custody at the National 
Soccer Stadium, Santiago. However 
no release forms for Teruggi have 
ever been found.

tion in front ot the U.S. embassy Mon- 
day to protest the agreement. 


Likud lender Menihem Begin said 


the government did not have a man- 
date from the people to withdraw 
from strategic territory. He said new 
elections should be called. 


There was no Immediate reaction 


from Cairo. The Middle East News 
Agency said President Anwar Sadat 
held talks in Alexandria Sunday with 
U.S. Senator William L. Scott, R-Va. 
Scott Is on a Middle East tour which 
so for has Included Saudi Arabia, Jor- 
dan and Syria. 


Israeli sources said there were

Hoffa's wife is rushed to hospital 


DETROIT (UPI) - Mrs. Josephine 


Hoffa, the ailing wife of missing for- 
mer Teamsters leader James R. 
Hoffa, broke down on the 18th day of 
his disappearance Sunday and-was 
rushed to a suburban hospital, the 
FBI said. 


Detroit FBI headquarters said Mrs. 


Hoffa, who suffers from a heart condi- 
tion and was due to undergo surgery 
for cataracts the day after her hus- 
band disappeared, was hospitalized 
because she was "suffering from fa- 
tigue from the whole ordeal." 


The FBI said she was taken to a 


hospital near the family's summer 
home at Lake Orion, but refused to 
name the hospital. Hoffa's son-in-law, 
Robert Crancer, refused to comment 
from the Lake Orion home 40 miles 
from Detroit. 


The Hoffas have been a deeply de- 


voted couple. While he was serving 58 
months in the Lewisburg, Pa., federal 
prison, Hoffa was granted furloughs 
to visit his wife because of her frail 
health. 


GE, Panasonic 'lying' to TV buyers: FTC 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The gov- 


ernment accused the makers of Gen- 
eral Electric and Panasonic color 
television sets Sunday of lying to con- 
sumers about how well GE sets oper- 
ate and how easy Panasonics are to 
repair. 


The Federal Trade Commission said 


Matsushita, which makes Panasonic, 
claimed its Quatrecolor CT 701 set 
had been found "the easiest to service 
of all color televisions" in a test by 
the National Electronics Association. 


In reality, the FTC said, tests "did 


not ... establish that the Panasonic 
set was the easiest, least time-con- 
suming or least expensive to service 
of all color television sets tested." 


In the case of GE, the commission 


said, the company claimed that its 
sets required less service than Zenith" 
or RCA. 


"Independent surveys did not show 


that GE color television sets ... re- 
quired less service during the initial 
period of ownership or would require 
less service than all U.S. brands of 
color television sets . . ." the FTC 
said. 


During the period involved, it said, 


GE had evidence which contradicted 


its own advertising on the service is- 
sue but it continued to make the pitch 
anyway. 


The GE ads were based on a 1973 


survey but were carried in 1974 and 


1975. The survey died by Matsushita 
was conducted during 1973. 


The complaints — alleging false,

GNP has surged unexpectedly to its 
highest level in two years, but the 
Consumer Price Index will Indicate a 
return to an annual inflation rate of 
10 per cent or more. 


One official said the GNP - the 


broad measure of the nation's output 
of goods and services — will show 
real growth In the period April though 
June after a 15-month economic 
slump. 


Last month's preliminary report on 


GNP Indicated a 0.3 per cent decline. 
But data revisions to be announced 
Thursday will boost the second quar- 
ter figure to the positive side for the 
first time since 1973, the official said. 


"This is no consolation to the 7.8 


million unemployed," he said. "But It 
is a clear sign that economic pros- 


pects are improving and that unem- 
ployment will be reduced." 


On the other hand, another official 


said the monthly report expected this 
week on the Consumer Price Index — 
which measures the cost of living for 
urban families — will rise sharply to 
double-digit annual levels because of 
higher prices for food and gasoline. 


In the early months of this year, the 


nation seemed to be making real 
headway against 
the inflationary 


trend that topped 12 per cent in 1974. 
But the rate took its biggest jump of 


the year last month -0,8 per cent for 
the month and a projected annual 
rate of 9.6 per cent and is expected to 
rise again for July. 


The GNP data, however, will under- 


score positive aspects of the economy.

Oil Exporting Countries will meet 
in Vienna Monday to consider how 
much the price of oil should be in- 
creased this fall. Predictions ranged 
from 10 to 35 per cent A ministers' 
meeting of the 13-nation oil cartel In

price effectivo Oct. 1 but did not 
agree on how big the increase would 
be. 


• Maritime union leaders who have 


threatened to block U.S. grain ship- 
ments to the Soviet Union will meet 
Monday with AFL-CIO

George Meany to plan ways of obtain- 
ing new economic concessions from 
President Ford and the Russians. The 
meeting was called by President 
Thomas W. Gleason of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen's Association.

has varicose veins; Her doctor does 
not advise an operation, ho said she Is 
loo young. He also suggested that iho 
•hoiitd not become pregnant, due to 
these veins. She works In an office ev- 
ery day aod don not get any ex- 
ercise. Would some light exercise for 
the legs be better? 


VarlcoM veins mean largo, dilated 


veins that allow blood to accumulate 
In the legs and feet when standing or 
sitting. This leads to stagnant circula- 
tion In these areas. 


Commonly, only tho superficial 


veins are involved at first. They us- 
ually don't cause any harm, but for 
cosmetic reasons women often, wont 
them corrected. When tho deep veins 
Inside tho leg are Involved then you • 
have more swelling and difficulties.. 


I agree that a young, married wom- 


an should try to avoid an operation 
until she has had all her family. Preg- 
nancies often bring out varicose veins 
for the first time or make them 
worse. After all the pregnancies are 
over then removal of tho superficial 
veins can bo done. 


The operation Is simple and is 


colled a stripping operation. A small 
incision Is mode at tho top of tho vari- 
cose vein and another at tho bottom of 
tho section to bo removed. Tho seg- 
ment Is then stripped out and pulled 
through tho small Incision. All that 
you see of tho Incision are tho small 
cuts, not a long incision. It is not on 
especially difficult operation for ci- 
ther tho doctor or the patient. 


Tho main point in protecting against 


the. ill effects of varicose veins, or In- 
deed in developing them, is to avoid 
overstretching the veins. Tho veins

are stretched from tho pressure of ac- 
cumulated blood during our upright 
posture and collapse when we llo 
down or elevate tho feet. Elastic gar- 
ments such as support hose put ex- 
ternal pressure against the veins and 
prevent them 
from being over- 


stretched. There can be very useful 
for people who stand or sit long peri- 
ods of time. 


Walking helps to milk out the blood 


from the veins and also helps to pre- 
vent overstretching of the veins. Your 
daughter might do well to wear some 
form of support because of her Job. 
Otherwise, exercise is of some, but 
limited use in preventing or treating 
varicose veins. 


I am surprised that your doctor 


doesn't want your daughter to get 
pregnant because of the varicose 
veins. Certainly if she only has super- 
ficial vein involvement that-seems a 
little conservative. If she has deep 
vein involvement with marked nnklo 
swelling .that is another question. 
Most women with sSpcrvflcial vari- 
cose veins get along all right with 
subsequent pregnancies. I do think 
that such women whould wear an 
clastic support garment during tho 
pregnancy to heTp protect against fur- 
ther stretching from the pressure of 
the developing baby on the drainage 
of tho veins.

tempting to dissuade young people 
from drug use. Drug use is something 
that is here. It exists, and we are not 
going to stop It or start It by a drug 
analysis program. If a kid wants to 
got a drug, ho can get it." 


The theory that drug analysis en- 


courages drug abuse simply doesn't 
hold water, Russell said. 


"We arc not condoning drug use 


any more than wo are condoning 
promiscuous sex by giving Informa- 
tion on birth control," he said. 


There arc two major benefits of a 


drug analysis program in Russell's 
opinion. It 'provides good accurate In- 
formation to kids using street drugs," 
he said, and It "can put drug users or 
drug abuscrs In touch with drug coun- 
seling or a youth service agency."

to refer drug abuscrs to one of the 
five drop-off centers now In operation. 
One local agency, Spectrum Youth 
Service Bureau in Schaumburg Town- 
ship, has been using the drop-off cen- 
ter at the Irene Josselyn Clinic in 
Northflcld for more than a year. Test 
results are compiled each month, and 
they tell the story of the drug scene in 
the Northwest suburbs.

Mother's helpers 
Now they call them 'summer girls'

They cull them "summer girls." 
They como from little rural towns 


llko DcPcrc, Wls.; from states like 
Nebraska, Iowa, Michigan, southern 
Illinois; from as near as Lake Zurich, 
from as (ar as Finland. 


They see the ad In their local paper 


and they come for a change of scene- 
ry, or because, except for waitress 
and baby-sitting, summer jobs arc 
scarce at homo, or for the adventure 
of being neir a big, exciting city. 


This summer on established prac- 


tice in the North Shore has gained 
momentum In the northwest suburbs. 
It Is the hiring of girls from 14 to 20 
years old to "Uvo In" with a family 
for tho summer, help with tho chil- 
dren, and do light housekeeping. 


IN IlETUKN. the girl gets her own 


room, sometimes her own bathroom, 
her meals, Inclusion In all family ac- 
tivities and excursions, a day off, a 
small salary and sometimes help with 
transportation or a season's end 
bonus. 


Whatever tho reason, want-ads are 


the usual medium through which 
these mothers' helpers get In touch ci- 
ther with an agency or directly with 
the family that needs help. 


Trying to track down agencies Is an 


elusive process. Two, both In the 
North Shore area, are Troyceo's Do- 
mestic Agency in Highland Park and 
Joyce and Penny Services in Glcncoe. 


JOYCE STERN and her sister, Pen- 


ny, started their business only this 
year after noting how many of their 
friends hod summer girls. First they 
become licensed as a private employ- 
ment agency. Next they compiled a 
questionnaire for clients: What age 
girl are they looking for? How many 
children do they have? What ages? 
Do they prefer a girl who does not 
smoke, who likes animals, who can 
swim or drive a car? 


Then they worked out an advertis- 


ing program, reaching mainly into 
small farm towns. "Tho idea is to 
match girls to families as Ideally as 
possible," said Joyce, AH arrange- 
ments arc mndo by telephone. 


For this service, they charge a flat 


$25 with a one-week guaranty that the 
match will work out. Next year the 
fee will probably be higher. Family 
and girl reach their own agreement 
on salary, which range from $25 to 
$40 a week. 


THIS YEAR Joyce and Penny Ser- 


vices procured summer girls for fami- 
lies in Buffalo Grove, Des Plaines, 
Wheeling and Schaumburg. 


Traycee'aDomestic Service In 


Highland Park, also in its first year 
of operation, placed summer girls in 
Arlington Heights, Prospect Heights, 
DCS Plaines and Palatine. Barbara 
Shlossman makes a point of super- 
screening her applicants, taking a 
personal Interest in both employer 
and employe. 


Summer girls begin work the end of 


May or first week in June. It is sug- 
gested that families interested in pro- 
curing such help contact an agency 
some time in March. Joyce and Pen- 
ny Services may be teached at 835- 
1176, Traycee's at 831-5530. 


THE LARRY Rodkins of Buffalo 


Grove have a summer girl. Beth, who 
hails from Lincoln, Neb., came to live 
with them June 12. Though not quite 
15 years old, she capably took over 
minding the two children, a 10-month- 


old baby and a 3-year-old. She also 
take scare of her own room and av 
sists with light housekeeping. 


"With seven sisters and brothers," 


she said, "I've done a lot of baby- 
sitting." 


How has It worked out? 
"Fantastically," said Mrs RodMn. 


"If she will come back, I definitely 
want her next year." 


TUULA KOSKINEN, 20, a law stu- 


dent from Helsinki, Finland, became 
a summer girl in an entirely different 
manner. She came to the United 
States through the Finnish Ministry of 
Labor's "Family Program." 


The object of her visit was to im- 


prove her English and to learn about 
life in America. What better way than 
to live with an American family I 
What simpler way to meet living ex- 
penses than to become a summer 
girl! 
However, her placement turned out 


to be an unhappy one. When the Ray- 
mond Vogts of Schaumburg adver- 
tised for a summer girl, Tuula left the 
first family and came to live with the 
Vogts, helping with their two boys, 
aged 3 and 6, and doing light house- 
keeping. 


THERE ARE advantages and dis- 


advantages to hiring a girl from a for- 
eign country, both employer and em- 
ploye admit. Her Interest in house- 
keeping and child care is apt to be 
subordinate to her interest in absorb- 
ing the culture of the country. Her 
own ideas and customs may conflict 
with local standards. Her food prefer- 
ences may differ from that of an 
American family. 


For the girl herself, "it is more of a 


learning experience, not a money- 
making proposition," according to 
Tuula, who pointed out that the flight 
both ways is very expensive. 


"The studem. should have some 


voice in selecting the family she will 
work for," she said, referring to her 
f i r s t placement. "Perhaps there 
should be other options." 


THE VOGTS treated Tuula as a 


family member, including her hi their 
social activities. They took her to a 
Sunday flea market, to Rockford, to 
visit a class at Northern Illinois Uni- 
versity. The relationship on both sides 
was a flexible one. 


Tuula cut her employment short so 


she could see more of the U.S. before 
she returned to Finland. She intends 
to return to America next year, but 
not as a summer girl. Probably she 


will join a one-week Canadian travel 
program for students. 


Ellen Janssen, 18, is tho summer 


girl for Mr. and Mrs. Dennis Hruska 
of Schaumburg and their three chil- 
dren, ages 10, 8 and 4. From DePere, 
WIs., a small town near Green Bay, 
Ellen is one of seven children. The 
Hurska children took to her right 
away — and she to them. 


"WATCHING the kids is her most 


important duty — that's why she was 
hired," said Mrs. Hruska, a beau- 
tician, adding that it was a relief nev- 
er to worry about last-minute sitters 
when they go out or she is detained at 
tho shop. Ellen does dishes, makes 
lunches, helps with dinner, folds laun- 
dry, vacuums occasionally and dusts. 


The fact that she is 18 carries with 


it two important fringe benefits: she 
can drive the car and she can take 
the youngest Hruska to the pool to 
swim. 


"There's a lot more to do here than 


in Wisconsin," said Ellen. To the 
Hruskas, she is like a member of the 
family and they include her in all 
their activities. 


How does the man of the house feel 


about having an extra member In the 
family? "It's great," he said. "I wish 
she would stay forever." 


Denim: the common denominator

The whole world is drowning in a 


sea of denim and there is more to 
come. As a matter of fact there is so 
much denim they are calling it the 
"common denominator of the people" 
and the "security blanket of the cen- 
tury."

gefield, for example, has what it calls 
its "do nothing" jeans and jackets — 
fixed with a new process called San- 
for-Set, which brings them out of the 
dvyer wrinkle free and pucker proof. 
Pucker proof means the collar and 
pocket tabs don't turn up like dried 
leaves and the seams remain straight. 


The industry used 468 million 


square yards of denim last year — 
maybe 15 square miles — and 87 per 
cent of this was in indigo blue cotton. 
Some of the recycled denim sells for 
more than the brand new denim. A

Tobacco policy 
contradictory 


Our federal government is in 


the ridiculous position of sup- 
porting good health while en- 
couraging American agriculture 
to produce crops to endanger it. 


This dilemma was under- 


scored last week when Ralph 
Nader's Health Research Group 
reported that the government 
spends 70 times more money 
propping up tobacco than it does 
educating the public about the 
health hazards of smoking. 


The attack came in a letter to 


President Ford from the Nader 
group, which asked him to halt 
the 42-year-old, $60 million fed- 
eral price support program. Not 
only docs the program encour- 
age the increased production of

tobacco, it also is an unneces- 
sary part of our much-too-large 
Federal budget. 


Nader's group is right on tar- 


get with its criticism. The gov- 
ernment's position is inconsist- 
ent and until the contradiction is 
ended, the federal government 
will continue to subsidize bad 
public health. 


To its credit, the federal bu- 


reaucracy in recent years has 
recognized and publicized the 
hazards inherent every time we 
light up a cigaret. Last week, 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare proposed a 
ban on high tar and nicotine 
cigarets; this action is typical of 
a continuing war, on one level of 
government, against this leading 
killer. 


But that war will be lost if the 


Agriculture Department contin- 
ues to make it profitable for 
farmers to grow tobacco. We 
don't necessarily believe that to- 
bacco production should be ban- 
ned, for if a man or woman is 
willing to accept the risks in- 
volved, ho or she should be 
allowed that dubious freedom. 
However, our government 
should do nothing to encourage 
smoking. 


This isn't the only example of 


government's inconsistencies in 
promoting good public health. 
The tobacco price support pro- 
gram, however, is a glaring ex- 
ample of a federal hypocrisy 
which should be ended as swiftly 
as possible. Anything less will 
continue to help jeopardize the 
health of many millions of 
Americans.

'Partisans affect our policy* 
What is our 'national interest'?

As next year's elections draw 


nearer, there is an increasingly ur- 
gent question for other nations: Who 
runs the United States? Who speaks 
for America? 


There is room for doubt. 
In foreign affairs, is it President 


Ford and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger? Is It Congress? 


In a <f melting-pot democracy of 


many nationalities and creeds, what 
is and should be the Influence of the 
special interests and lobbies? How far 
should foreign policy be dragged into 
the political campaign? 


The questions are hard ones to ask, 


and answer, because some of the cur- 
rent major contenders for the presi- 
dency of the United States trying to 
turn their conflicting views into Amer- 
ican policy are partisans of Israel, the 
oil industry, Greek Americans, U.S. 
military planners. 


All command — or seek — votes 


and influence. 


Where does the American national 


interest lie? 


Earlier in this crisis year, there 


was the dispute over aid to Cambodia 
and Vietnam. In the last dark days 
before their fall, Congress refused to 
go along with Ford administration de- 


mands to give them more. 


Detente with Russia has come un- 


der a partisan fire that is likely to 
Increase. 


Two major questions center on the 


Middle East, for the United States the 
most strategic area In the world after 
Western Europe. 


The first involves Israel versus the 


Arabs. There is no question that the 
United States is committed to Israel's 
security and existence as a state. The 
United States is also committed to 
trying to defuse the conflict that has 
plunged the area into four wars since 
Israel established Itself there with 
American help in 1948. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin- 


ger, supported by President Ford, has 
been Involved In a tug of war with the 
Israeli leaders since March. Kissinger 
and Ford blamed Israel for Kissin- 
ger's failure to bring about a new In- 
terim accord then between Israel and 
Egypt. 


To step up the pressure, the Ameri- 


can administration undertook a "reas- 
sessment" of U.S. policy at a time 
when Israel was asking nearly $3 bil- 
lion hi American aid for next year. 


The Israeli card is the considerable 


Influence it can exercise in U.S. do- 
mestic politics. In a demonstration of

Congress refused 
to change the rules and forced a relu- 
ctant administration to suspend arms 
aid to Turkey. 


When the House of Representatives

In this In- 
stance, however, the fight between the 
administration and Congress reflects 
more than the fact that there are 
many more Greek-American voters 
than there are Turkish-American vot- 
ers.

Day at the races 


Cameras move in looking for interesting features 


by DON FRISKE 


They call it the city within a city, a 


discovery they didn't make until they 
were out there a few times. 


They are the WBBM-TV team of 40 


who do live race telecasts at Arling- 
ton and Washington parks, something 
that has grown for them over the past 
five years because of the human in- 
terest and inside feature angles that 
abound at a racetrack. 


Because the race lasts only about 


two minutes and the post-parade is 
only around three, that leaves the 
bulk of the 28-mlnute time slot open. 


Always looking for and at a differ- 


ent perspectives are producer Jim 
Coursen and director Ken Voss and 
the extra 23 minutes give them a 
chance to work with their creativity. 


Pre-tclccast feature stories covering 


pace cars to bettor protection reveal 
to the viewing audience the many In- 
teresting people and things that go un- 
noticed at a racetrack. It is part of 
Coursen's and Voss' job to notice the 
unnotlccable. 


"Our relationship with the tracks is 


very good and this is essential," ex- 
plained Voss. "We did a feature on 
the money room once, something not 
too many people have ever seen be- 
cause of its top security. We showed 
the evolution of a two-dollar bet. When 
they brought those shotguns in I hur- 
ried up and got out. It's top security 
and easy to understand why. The day 
we did the feature there was approxi- 
mately three million in cash in the 
room." 


Other features that have been film- 


ed are ones on the pace car, bettor 
protection, the jockey room, a music 
piece set to a film on people enjoying 
food at the track, and a horse oper- 
ation. 


Here they were fortunate, being at 


the right place at the right time situ- 
ation. The operation revealed the con- 
cern of the people Involved, bow very 
dedicated all the people who work with 
horses are. A shot of the groom ca- 
ressing the hone's mane In a sedate 
manner revealed this mood wen for 


the audience. 


"We are trying to show people that 


thcro Is more out at a pecetrack than 
they realize," Voss said. "Our goal is 
to reach a blend of information and 
entertainment." 


The feature team that consists of 


about nine employes is currently 
working on a piece about women who 
work at a track, looking at their jobs 
from seven different aspects. 


"A feature we have planned for 


future is a glossary of track termi- 
nology. For instance, we will talk to 
fans at the track and ask them what a 
certain term means, such as rail- 
bird," explained Coursen. "Hopefully, 
we will get some humorous and 
unique answers. Like any profession, 
a racetrack has a language all its 
own, and we hope this feature will 
show that." 


Even though the features usually 


make up the bulk of the telecast, the 
nature of the show is that it Is live. 
There Is where the work and tight 
scheduling come into play. 


The day starts about 7 a.m., with 


technicians laying wire and setting up 
locations for shooting. All of the loca- 
tions are pre-determlned at meetings 
that are held on Wednesday and Fri- 
day prior to a race. 


Forty people from WBBM are work- 


ing on the day of a live telecast in- 
cluding those who are in the studio in 
Chicago who integrate commercials 
and the feature spots into the pro- 
gram. 


They also work with a system of in- 


stant communication, an essential 
means especially with a life telecast. 
Announcers Bruce Roberts and Phil 
Georgeff get instand updates on jock- 
eys, entries and any other news that 
pertains to the race so that they can

relate the message to the viewers. 


"Both Bruce and Phil enjoy the 


sport and the element of the two 
working together works well. At least 
we don't have to worry about that as- 
pect of the show." said Coursen. 


One major worry they do have is 


the weather, because no matter how 
bad it is the race will still be run. On 
the day of the Grand Slam Handicap 
telecast Voss said he was sitting in 
the crew truck and couldn't even see 
past the windows because of the 
downpour. 


That was the day of the lottery, 


when the winner won a million dol- 
lars. WBBM worked with the lottery 
commission for over three months 
preparing the race. 


A unique shot came over the tele- 


vision sets that day, another of Voss's 
innovations. On the bottom half of the 
screen the horses were shown and on 
the top half the possible winners of 
the million dollars were seen jumping 
up and down underneath their um- 
brellas. 


"Thankfully, and I say this with all 


honesty, we are blessed with the best 
technical staff in the country, which 
was evident the day of the Grand 
Slam," 
said Voss. "They really 


worked, and I mean worked, to make 
sure everything came through just 
right. In spite of the weather."

The 40-member team works with a 


looseness frame of about 40 seconds 
during each live telecast, and to them 
it's the fastes half hour going. 


"When it's over we can't believe 


where the time has gone. But we do 
know that we are totally exhausted," 
said Voss. 


The acceptance has grown in the 


past five years as the coverage of the 


races has also. Coincidental ratings 
are taken occasionally and from the 
comments and reactions received the 
time spent has been worthwhile. 


"We're always looking for some- 


thing else to do. The features we do 
are not gimmicks, but innovations," 
Voss explained. "There are a lot of 
people out there who have their only 
contact with racing through tele- 
vision." 


Part of the success in the mini-cam- 


work is Peter Bertolino. He's always 
looking for different places to shoot 
from. 


He gets on top of the starting gate 


and has a matter of seconds to get 
down after the horses are released. 
He hung out the window of the pace 
car and got an unusual shot of the 
horses coming head-on in a live race. 


The next live race will be the Puck- 


er Up on Aug. 23. Now if they con just 
figure out how to get Bertolino on a 
horse with his mini-cam. 


That woule be a unique angle and 


it's something Voss, Coursen and the 
mini-cam man are working on. First, 
they have to make sure Bertolino's In- 
surance is paid.

nearing 100 million

There is a bicycle boom 


throughout the world. It's like the 
1840 California gold rush. 


In 1071 sales were 8.0 million, 


double the number sold In 1060; In 
1072 the figure hit 13.0 million; 
and In 1073 It jumped to 15.8 mil- 
lion. The total number of bikes in 
use In the United States is nearing 
100 million! 


The typical pro-World War H 


American bike was sturdy but 
cumbersome. Equipped with a 
s i n g l e pedal-operated coaster- 
brake and one low, slow gear, 
these "balloon tiro bombers" hit 
the scales at 60 to 75 pounds. Used 
primarily by youngsters not old 
enough to drive, they were work- 
horse machines tough enough to 
withstand jolting rides over curbs 
and 
through fields, 
frequent 


nights out in the rain, and a gen- 
erally high level of abuse. 


After World War II returning 


G.I.s brought home samples of a 
new kind of bike with a thinner 
frame and wheels, dual hand-op- 
erated callpcr brakes, and 3-speed 
gears. 


Dubbed an "English racer" be- 


cause of its startling better per- 
formance, this is actually the 
"tourist" bike, the common Eu- 
ropean machine for local use to 
and from work, shopping, mail de- 
livery, police work, and the like. 
Lightweight (45 pounds) 
and 


geared for both flats and bills, the 
tourist bike is much easier to 
ride. 


In the 1060s came the 10-and 15- 


speed racing-touring bikes. If the 
tourist bike is much better than a 
balloon tire bomber, the racing 
bike is incomparably so. 


Weighing about 22 pounds, they 


move much faster and more eas- 
ily than other types of bikes. The 
first models came from Europe. 
Short supply made them very ex- 
pensive. But adults have the eco- 
nomic clout to buy what they 
want, and now they account for 
65% of the market. 


High sales volume has lowered 


prices, so that a serviceable tour- 
ist model Is about S40, with better 
quality machines up to $90. The 10 
and 15-speed models run about $60 
for a cheaple, S120 for a good 
quality bike, and $250 and more 
for a really high quality machine.

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Drug analysis projects — good or bad?

(First of three articles) 


When a person walks Into a drug 


store and picks up a bottle of cold 
tablets, ho can read tho label and 
know what he's getting. 


But if ho is buying illegal drugs 


from a pusher on tho street, ho only 
has the pusher's word for the con- 
tents. Unfortunately, his word is often 
no bettor than tho junk he's selling. 


What a pusher might describe as 


"good stuff," may bo nothing more 
than caffeine or powdered sugar, or it 
could bo something much more harm- 
ful, such as rat poison. 


Youth officers and government offi- 


GOOD 


cials In the Northwest suburbs arc dl-. 
vlded In their opinions on the best 
way to combat the sale of street 
drugs. 


Several youth agencies In the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area operate drug 
analysis programs. The idea of the 
programs is to discourage drug abuse 
by showing the user ho may have 
been "ripped off" by the pusher or 
that the drug he has been sold is more 
dangerous that what he intended to 
buy. 


WHEN A USER contacts a youth 


agency, requesting analysis of a drug 
ho has purchased, he is directed to 
one of five drop-off centers in the Chi- 


cago area, where be anonymously de- 
posits the drug for analysis. The drug 
user obtains test results by calling the 
youth agency. 


Drug analysis has become a con- 


troversial topic among Northwest sub- 
urban officials. Those who oppose the 
program contend it encourages drug 
abuse. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau, which serves and is funded by 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships, recently considered imple- 
menting a drug analysis program. 
The bureau's board of directors, how- 
ever, rejected the program last 
month. 


"We felt that the Regional Youth 


Service Bureau was not the proper ve- 
hicle for running the program," said 
Richard Hall, Elk Grove Township su- 
pervisor and member of the bureau's 
board of directors. 


"I have some reservations about the 


program," Hall said. "The question 
you must ask is, 'Are we encouraging 
the use of drugs?1" It's "highly ques- 
tionable" whether analysis curbs drug 
use, he said. He fears analysis may 
stimulate the use of illegal drugs. 


PUBLIC FUNDS "should not be 


used on a program of this nature, 
which is purely experimental," Hall 
c o m m e n t e d . He feels such ex- 


periments should be left to private 
agencies. 


"We didn't feel it was the type of 


program that we wanted to get in- 
volved with," he said. 


David Russell, director of The 


Bridge youth services bureau serving 
Palatine Township, is in favor of a 
drug analysis program. Opposition to 
the program is twofold, he explained. 
Opponents fear analysis would "raise 
the ire of the community" and "en- 
courage the use of drugs." 


But Russell argues that the drug 


abuse prevention programs have had 
"nothing but miserable failure in at-

bonds. He said general obligation 
bonds also would carry a substantially 
lower interest rate than revenue 
bonds. 


If the city chooses to sell general 


obligation bonds, a $3,075,000 bond is- 
sue would be necessary, he said. If 
revenue bonds could be sold, a 
$3,525,000 bond issue would be needed. 


Superblock, the first phase of the 


downtown redevelopment plan, will 
consist of a two-story retail area, and 
a 10 to 12-story office building. Con- 
struction Is scheduled to begin this 
fall.

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - 
President 


Ford Sunday ordered Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger back to the 
Middle East Wednesday to try to con- 
clude an interim Israeli-Egyptian 
peace accord.

Whipple has been ap- 
pealing that charge. 


He was unavailable for comment on 


the action Sunday, as was Richard 
Soby, NSSEO board president. But 


Whipple's attorney, Stephen Jurco, 
said he was "puzzled" by the chain of 
events that bos led to the dismissal 
and now rehiring of his client 


"We have sent a photocopy of 


John's certificate," said Jurco. Jurco 
said he had started court action, but

agreed John was certified."

Hearing tonight on Crossings plan 


A public hearing on the second 


phase of The Crossings housing devel- 
opment will be at 8 p.m. today at the 
Buffalo Grove Village Hall, 50 Raupp 
Blvd.

"You have to be in that frame 


of mind. You've got to have that 
idea. I can't create if it's like a 
job." 


Inspiration came when the sta-

tempting to dissuade young people 
from drug use. Drug use is something 
that Is here. It exists, and we arc not 
going to stop it or start it by a drug 
analysis program. If a kid wants to 
get a drug, ho can get It." 


Tho theory that drug analysis en- 


courages drug abuse simply doesn't 
hold water, Russell said. 


"We arc not condoning drug use 


any more than we are condoning 
promiscuous sex by giving informa- 
tion on birth control," he sold. 


There arc two major benefits of a 


drug analysis program in Russell's 
opinion. It 'provides good accurate in- 


formation to kids using street drugs," 
he said, and It "can put drug users or 
drug abusers in touch with drug coun- 
seling or a youth service agency." 


An analysis program"may, in fact* 


help prevent some overdoses," Rus- 
sell sold. The results of analyses show 
that drugs pushed on the street often 
arc "not what they are purported to 
be." Tests show that many times ani- 
mal tranquilizers are substituted for 
LSD, and those drugs arc more harm- 
ful when token in large doses. Some 
pushers mix strychnine, a rat poison, 
into LSD. 


Recently, $20,000 in public funds was 


released by Illinois Atty. Gen. William 


Scott to establish four additionor drop- 
off centers in the Chicago area. Al- 
though drug analysis has been re 
jected by the Regional Youth Services 
Bureau, it is still possible that a drop- 
off center may be established in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Local youth agencies still are free 


to refer drug abusers to one of the 
five drop-off centers now in operation. 
One local agency, Spectrum Youth 
Service Bureau in Schaumburg Town- 
ship, has been using the drop-off cen- 
ter at the Irene Josselyn Clinic in 
Northficld for more than a year. Test 
results are compiled each month, and 
they tell the story of the drug scene in 
the Northwest suburbs.

When a person walks Into a drug 


store and picks up a bottlo of cold 
tablets, ho can road tho label and 
know what no's getting. 


But if ho Is buying illegal drugs 


from a pusher on tho street, ho only 
has the pusher's word for the con- 
tents. Unfortunately, his word is often 
no better than tho junk he's selling. 


What a pusher might describe as 


"good stuff," may bo nothing more 
than caffeine or powdered sugar, or it 
could be something much more harm- 
ful, such as rat poison.

drugs. 


Several youth agencies in the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area operate drug 
analysis programs. The idea of the 
programs is to discourage drug abuse 
by snowing the user he may have 
been "ripped off" by the pusher or 
that the drug he has been sold is more 
dangerous that what he intended to 
buy. 


WHEN A USER contacts a youth 


agency, requesting analysis of a drug 
ho has purchased, ho is directed to 
one of five drop-off centers in the Chi- 


cago area, where he anonymously de- 
posits the drug for analysis. The drug 
user obtains test results by calling the 
youth agency. 


Drug analysis has become a con- 


troversial topic among Northwest sun- 
urban officials. Those who oppose the 
program contend it encourages drug 
abuse. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau, which serves and is funded by 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships, recently considered imple- 
menting a drug analysis program. 
The bureau's board of directors, how- 
ever, rejected the program last 
month. 


"We felt that the Regional Youth

When a person walks into a drug 


store and picks up a bottlo of cold 
tablets, bo can read the label and 
know what he's getting. 


But if ho is buying illegal drugs 


from a pusher on the street, ho only 
has the pusher's, word for the con- 
tents. Unfortunately, his word Is often 
no better than the junk he's selling. 


What a pusher might describe as 


"good stuff," may be nothing more 
than caffeine or powdened sugar, or it 
could be something much more harm- 
ful, such as rat poison. 


Youth officers and government offi- 


cials in the Northwest suburbs are di- 
vided in their-opinions on the best 
way to combat the sale of street 
drugs. 


Several youth agencies in the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area operate drug 
analysis programs. The idea of the 
programs is to discourage drug abuse 
by showing the user he may have 
been "ripped off" by the pusher or. 
that the drug he has been sold is more 
dangerous that what he Intended to 
buy. 


WHEN A USER contacts a youth 


agency, requesting analysis of a drug 
he has purchased, he is directed to 
one of five drop-off centers in the Chi- 


cago area, where he anonymously de- 


' posits the drug for analysis. The drug 


user obtains test results by calling the 
youth agency. 


Drug analysis has become a con- 


troversial topic among Northwest sub- 
urban officials. Those.who oppose the 
program "contend It encourages drug 
abuse. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau,'which serves and is funded by 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships, recently considered imple- 
menting a drug analysis program. 
The bureau's board of directors, how- 


' 
ever, rejected the program last 
month. 


"We felt that the Regional Youth 


Service Bureau was not the proper ve- 
hicle for running the program," said 
Richard Hall, Elk Grove Township su- 
pervisor and member of the bureau's 
board of directors. 


"I have some reservations about the 


program," Hall said. "The question 
you must ask is, 'Arc we encouraging 
the use of drugs?' " It's "highly ques- 
tionable" whether analysis curbs drug 
use, he said. He fears analysis may 
stimulate the use of illegal drugs. 


PUBLIC FUNDS "should not be 


used on a program of this nature, 
which is purely experimental;" Hall 
c o m m e n t e d . He feels such ex- 


periments should be left to private 
agencies. 
' "We didn't feel it was the type of 
program that we wanted to "get in- 
volved with," he said. 


David Russell, director of The 


Bridge youth services bureau serving 
Palatine Township, is in favor of a 
drug analysis program.

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Drug analysis projects — good or bad?

When a person walks into a drug 


store and picks up a bottle of cold 
tablets, ho con read the label and 
know what he's getting. 


But If he is buying illegal drugs 


from a pusher on the street, ho only 
has the pusher's word for the con- 
tents. Unfortunately, his word is often 
no better than the Junk he's selling. 


What a pusher might describe as 


"good stuff," may bo nothing more 
than caffeine or powdcoed sugar, or it 
could bo something much more harm- 
ful, such as rat poison. 


Youth officers and government offl- 


''NCI 


clals In the Northwest suburbs are di- 
vided in their opinions on the best 
way to combat the sale of street 
drugs. 


Several youth agencies in the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area operate drug 
analysis programs. The idea of the 
programs is to discourage drug abuse 
by showing the user ho may have 
been "ripped off" by the pusher or 
that the drug ho has been sold is more 
dangerous that what he intended to 
buy. 


WHEN A USER contacts a youth 


agency, requesting analysis of a drug 
he has purchased, ho is directed-to 
one of five drop-off centers In the Chi- 


cago area, where he anonymously de- 
posits the drug for analysis. The drug 
user obtains test results by calling the 
youth agency. 


Drug analysis has become a con- 


troversial topic among Northwest sub-, 
urban officials. Those who oppose the 
program contend it encourages drug 
abuse. 


The Regional Youth Services Bu- 


reau, which serves and is funded by 
Elk Grove, Palatine and Schaumburg 
townships, 'recently considered imple- 
menting a drug analysis program. 
The bureau's board of directors, how- 
ever, rejected the program last 
month. ' 


"We felt that the Regional Youth 


Service Bureau was not the proper ve- 
.hicle for running the program," said 
Richard Hall, Elk Grove Township su- 
pervisor and member of the bureau's 
board of directors. 


"I have some reservations about the 


program," Hall said. "The question 
you must ask is, 'Are we encouraging 
the use of drugs?' " It's "highly ques- 
tionable" whether analysis curbs drug 
use, he said.
